The effect of "bus competition on tram- 
way traffic and the company’s position was 
the subject of a statement by Mr, William 
Hewat in the course of his speech as 
chairman at the annual meeting of the 
Dublin United Tramways Company yester- 
(las 

\lv. Hewat contended that in view of the 
jecdom of "buses to use the roads the 
charges imposed on the company in respect 
of wayleaves and road maintenance had 
hecome oppressive, 

‘Licences have been granted without 
vestriction to all and sundry,’’ he said; 

4nd what amounts to a wasteful competi- 
(ion has been set up, which, if not 
regulated, can only lead to exhaustion of 
either or both forms of transport if pitted 
vyainst each other, and cannot ultimately 
benefit the public. 

'“I maintain that you as shareholders, 
contributing such large sums in relief of 
rates, are entitled to get some measure of 
consideration from authorities concerned 
with road transport and regulation of 
trafhe in the streets.

MONOPOLASTS NO LONGER. 


The statement of accounts for the year 
onding 31st December, 1928, showed that the 
balance available from the net revenue 
account was £138,825 15s. Ad interim 
dividends amounting to £25,715 were paid 
on 17th August, 1928. ‘The directors recom- 
mended the payment of a dividend at the 
rate of 6 per cent. per annum, less income 
tax, on the Preference stock for the half- 
year ending 31st December, 1928, and a final 
dividend at the rate of 5 per cent. perannum, 
less income tax (making 4 per cent. for the 
vear), on Ordinary stock for the same half- 
The setting aside of £50,000 towards 


vear, 
renewal of track and of £7,000 towards 
renewal of overhead line standards and 


cables, and £15,000 for mortgage and deben- 
ture redemptien fund was also recommended. 

The dividends and sums set aside absorbed 
£125,040, leavinz £13,785 13s. to be carried 
to next account. 

The reconstruction of the Lucan live was 
completed as far as Lucan, and opened for 
traffic on 27th May. 

With deep regret the directors recorded 
death of Mr. D. Brophy, traffic manager. 

CHAIRMAN'’S ATEMENT. 

Moving the adoption of the report and 
statement of accounts, the Chairman | said 
that there had been a considerable drop in 
tle number of passengers carried as com- 
pared with the previous year. amounting to 

117.979. If they took the 1926 figure, the 


ihe 


falling off of jyassengers amounted to 
4,0:0,878. Similariv, the receipts showed a 
decrease of £44,714 as compared with the 
previous year and £85,979 compared with 
1926, 


In the omnibus section the net profit shown 
vas less by £2,265, although they carried 
5, milhon passengers more than nn the 
previous vear and ran an increased number of 
‘Luses. The falling off in the profits was due 
to the excessive mileage run to meet com- 
petition,’and also to the exceptional amount 
1+ was considered necessary to set aside to 
provide for their having disposed of nine 
‘buses of the earlier type found unsuitable 
and sold. They had at present six chassis of 
the new six-cylinder ty on order, The 
bodies for these were ban built at the 
company’s works at Inchicore. 

On the other side of the account it would 
he seen that reductions in expenditure, 
umounting to £55,930, more than balanced 
the loss in revenue. Some of the items, how- 
ever, had been exceptional, such as the lower 
charge for mncome tax debited and paia in 
the year's accounts, but calculated on the 
average profits of the preceding three “ears, 

To meet competition, the tramway service 
had been accelerated al] round, and last year 
444.442 additional car miles were run, with a 
corresponding increase in the noomber of 
units generated. Fares had been reduced, 
ana the introduction of half-fares for children 
was much appreciated. 

THE LUCAN LINE. 

The outstanding event of the year, the 
(Chairman continued, was the completion of 
the reconstruction and opening of the Lacan 
line for traffic. and later the completion of a 
new service for supp!ving electric light in the 
district.” With the £51,052 expended on this 
line during the year, the total cost of the re- 
coustraction is brought up to £86,518, includ- 
ing the cost of the installation of the private 
lighting system, all of which is working 
satisfactorily. IT am glad to say that even 
at this early stage this line has paid its 
working expenses, and we have reasonable 
expectations that it will grow and develop 
with the development of the district. The 
running sheds and offices at Conyngham road, 
taken over from the Lucan Company in a 
very dilapidated state, have been demolished, 
and new running sheds,. capable of accommo- 
deting the cars from Kingsbridge dépót as 
well as the cars used on the Lucan line, have 
heen erected. The Victoria quay dépót has 
heen shut down, and our interest in the pre- 
mises disposed of. This change énables 
economies and greater efficiency to be obtained 
iu the handling of the cars. 

The directors have in view various other 
works, including the reconstruction of the 
cartiage-building workshops, provision of ad- 
ditional garage accommodation, centralising 
dépóts, and improving the distribution system 
by means of additional sub-stations. 


SHANNON POWER.

"BUS COMPETITION. 

I now come to a subject which is causing 
the directors and, I’ am sure, the share- 
holders some concern, and which I feel at 
this stage it is necessary for me to dea! with 
as frankly as possible, that is, the effect the 
omnibus competition is likély to have on the 
future pesition of the tramway undertaking 
in the city and suburbs. 

Following the amalgamation of the Tram 
way Companies in Dublin in 1881, when the 
cays were horse-drawn, electricity was 3utro- 
duced in 1897. <A great advante was then 
made for the comfort and conyenience of our 
passengers, and a continuous increase Ip the 
number, followed, from 33,545,773 in 1898, 
reachitig high water mark in 1925, when the 
figure was 95,687,900. To obtain our Act of 
1897, which authorised the company to 
expend large sums of money on laying cables 
and erecting overhead transmission wires In 
the streets, the Corporation of the day 
exacted from the company terms that in- 
volved payment for wayleaves, aud we con- 


tinued to maintain roadways, though, with 
ihe abolition óf horses, we ceased to re- 
quire the road surface for our own Use. In 


addition, we ure assessed for rates, and have 
to vontribute large sums annually towards 
city and township charges. In exchange for 
this we were continued the privileges which 
enabled us to give a serviee amounting to a 
monopoly of our particular form of trans- 
port, subject to statutory fares. a 
With the introduction of "bus competition, 
so largely directed to attack the tramway 
routes where traffic bas been created }y this 
company, these charges have a hearing. as 


no similar charges are borne by ‘buses. 
Licences have been granted without re- 
striction to all and sundry, and what 


amounts to a wasteful competition has been 
set up, which, if not regulated, can only 
lead to exhaustion of eithor or hoth forms of 
transport if. pitted against each other, and 
cannot ultimately benefit the public. This 
problem is not confined to Dublin, but, 
where tramways are owned by local author) 
ties, they have been able to protect them 
selves, 1 maintain that you, as shareholders, 
contributing such large sums in relict of 


consideration from authorities concerned with 
road transport and regulation of traffic in 
the streets. 
CLAIM FOR RELIEF. i 

With this in wind, your directors obtained 
an interview with the Minister for Local 
Government on 4th August last, submitting 
all the facts to him, and obtained from him 
a patient aud considerate hearing. W hile we 
have not had any direct reply to our repie- 
sentations, a statement by the Minister tor 
Finauce, published on 10th December, indi- 
cated that the Government intended to alter 
the basis of the charge for ’buses to a mileage 
rate. This will not, of itself, relieve us ol 
any of the charges |! have referred to. J 
trust, however, our claim to ke relieved ol 
the cost of maintaining roadways which the 
trams do not use will not be considered un- 


reasonable. ‘his relief, we suggest, might 
be afforded by a grant out of the Road 
Fund. We also ask for route regulations 


applied to "buses, many of which now act as 
glorified taxis without any regard to time 
table services. 

COSTLY ‘BUSES. 

Apart from the question raised as to thie 
unfair conditions applicable to tramways 1n 
the competition with “buses, you will 
naturally ask what effect’ competition will 
have on the future prospects of the company 
This I tind it difticult to answer, During the 
last year the numbers of ‘buses have great|s 
increased, and the roads are already over 
evowded beyond the needs of the moving 
population. Notwithstanding the greate 
mobility of ‘buses, our experiensce is that 
they are costly to maintain, are very costly 
in petro] consumption, and rapidly depreciate. 
and with their relatively low seating accom 
modation as compared with trams are easily 
overcrowded and ill-equipped to cope with 
large numbers. In no city of any size has 
any question of substituting “buses for trams 
been contemplated as being in the best 
interest of the citizens, while in Americo- 
that paradise of the automobile—’buses sup 
plement and feed, but do not compete with 
the Street. cars in the densely populated 
cities. I have little hesitation in saying that 
the 89,763,457 passengers whom the tram- 
ways in Dublin carried last year could not he 
as expeditiously, cheaply, or as safely 
carried by any other type of road vehicle. 
(Hear, hear.) 


While the directors are giving very 
careful attention to problems affecting 
tramways, they are nyt neglecting 


the legitimate expansion of the omnibuses in 
developing areas not served by ‘the Tram 
ways, and shall continue to watch opportuni. 
ties for extending their usefulness in the 
interests of all concerned. 

NO APOLOGY. 

In proposing the adoption of the accounts 
in your hands, the Chairman concluded, J 
make no apology for them, as in the circum. 
stances I submit they reflect credit on the 
management and staff. — I would also desire 
with your permission to pay a tribute to the 
employés generally for their conduct in trying 
conditions and in {face of unfair” competition. 

Dr. W. Lombard Murphy seconded tlie 
adoption of the report. 

Mr. J. F. Maguire, referring to ‘bus com 

etition, said that the Tramways Company 
iad been most unfaiyly treated... Under so 
standing agreemeuts the company had to con 
tribute enormous sums in way-leaves and 
taxation charges to the local bodies, while th: 
new “bus companies’ contributed little or 
nothing. He thought that there should he 
some Jegislative remedy. There should be a 
tevision of the valuation of the company’s 
property, and the way-leaves should be 
waived by the local authorities.. 

Mr. L. Wickham expressed appreciation of 
the services of the directors in the past few 
years, during which they had passed through 
unparalleled difticulties. The company em- 

loyed 2,250 men, and were really, responst#le 
or the means of livelihood of 9,000 of the 
population of the metropolis. He protested 
against the iniqmtous ckived for way-leaves 
for running over roads the compeny had made 
and maintained. There ‘might have beer 
some excuse for this when the charge was 
first made, because there was then something 
in the nature of a magnopoly, but to continue 
the charge now was placing an'tundue barden 
on the shareholders. It was unreasonable, 
too. to expect the company to pay a road

"BUS PASSENGERS. 

In reply to Mr. Kennedy, the Chairman 
said that the number of passengers carried 
on the company’s ‘buses in 1928 was 
11,212,188, compared with 7,894,564 in 1.5. 

Mr. Magauran asked for information as 
to the effect of the “bus traffic on the Dalkey, 
Sandymount and Terenure lines. It was 
rather staggering to learn that, in a turn. 
over of £119,000 on "buses, running expenses 
came to 93.7 per cent. He thought that 
some of the money which it was proposed to 
levy on ‘buses in the next Finance Bill 
should be paid out in relief of the cost of 
the way-leave and maintenance of the street: 
by the Company. 

Mr. Kilbey said that the Board deserved 
to be congratulated on the success they had 
attained in face of great competition. He 
also referred to the fact that the company 
had to pay a large sum of money for the 
upkeep of roads, while their competitors 
used to filch their trade. He regarded 
‘buses as nothing more or less than a danger

resulted from the alleged carelessness of the 


driver of the 'bus. -

Witnesses were called to prove that the 
“bus was not going at an excessive speed, 
and that it was carefully driven, bat that, 
in endeavouritig to avoid the aécident, the 
driver and his vehicle were run into by the 
tramcar, which, they stated, was traveling 
af, a rate of from twenty to twenty-five miles 
an hour. 

TRAM COMPANY'S GASE. 

Mr. QOverend, opening the case for the 
Tramways Company, reminded the jury that, 
as between his clients and the servants of 
the "Bus Service, they would have to decide 
who was to blame. In doing that they 
would have, he said, to take into account 
the features of the place at which the acci- 
dent occurred. It was on a thoroughfare 
into which traffic came from a number of 
side roads, including that from Howth, on 
to tram lines of known position. The duty 
‘devolved upon a ‘bus driver coming from 
those highways to exercise reasonable care, 
and to give warning of his approach to the 
users of the main road upon which the tram 
lines were laid, 

Mr. Justice Hanna remarked that the jury 
should bear in mind in connection with this 
case that the action was brought by a ‘bus 
passenger, and they should consider the duties 
of the driver towards the occupants of his 
vehicle. They were not trying an action by 
the “Bus Company against the Tramway 
Company, nor by the Tramway Company 
against the "Bus Company. Their duty was 
towards those using the roadway. A higher 
duty still devolved upon them, and that was 
towards the passengers in the use of those 
public conveyances, A man might take risks 
with his own vebicle, but it should not be at 
the risk of passengers. 

Mr. Overend contended from the evidence 
that proper and reasonable precautions had 
not been taken by the ’bus driver prior to 
the accident. The driver of the tramear, he 
said, had been thirty-six years in the service 
of the company, and during that time there 
never had been a member of the public nor 
a passenger injured by the car of which he 
had control. That: was a wonderful record 
for a driver of a tramcar. Tbe man in charge 
of the car was an able and skilful driver, 
and, with his capabilities for checking speed, 
he did not think that it could be imagined 
that he was to blame in this instance for the 
accident. 

Evidence in regard to the condition of the 
tramcar prior to and subsequent to the 
accident was given by an etigineer of the 
Tramway Company, and the further hearing 
of the case was adjourned until to-day, when, 
it was arranged, medical testimony as to the 
injuries received by the plaintiff will be 
taken.

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AN UNGUABDED , FIRE. 
SKIBBEREEN TEACHER'S 
APPEAL DISMISSED. - 
(BEFORE THE GHIEF TICE, MR. JUSTICE 
se ABE i 

The hearing was resumed of the appeal by 
the . defendant . im: the case of Bolane v. 
Diiscoll from a judgment of Mr. “Justice 
Hanna and Mr. Justice O'Byrne in favour of 
the plaintiff on appeal from ‘a decree of 
Circuit Court Judge Kenny at Skibbereen 
awarding the plaintiff £50 damages for 
personal . injuries. 

The action had been brought by Margaret 
Bohane (6, a schoolgirl, suing by her tather, 
Peter Bohane, er, y, Skibbereen, 
against Cornelius Driscoll, principal teacher 
of Tugumna Boys’ National School, claiming 
damages, laid at £200, for persona! injuries 
alleged to have been caused through the 
neglt of the defendant in permitting the 
tire ‘in the school to be unguarded, as ihe 
result of ‘which the girl was burned under 
circumstances already stated. | 

The judges in the High Court dismissed 
the defendant’s appeal, with costs, and m- 
crensed the circuit judge’s decree from £40 
to £160. 

Mr. Hughes, K.C., and Mr. Cawley (in 
structed by Mr. John J. Foley) appeared for 
the appellant and defendant; and Mr. E. J. 
Kelly (instructed by Messrs. Travers Wolle 
and Co.) for the respondent and plaintiff. 

The grounds of the appeal were that the 
decree and judgment were against the 
evidence; that the High Court judges mis- 
chrected themselves in “holding thatthe de- 
fendant was guilty of negligence, and that 
they bad no jurisdiction to increase or vary 
the damages awarded by the circuit judge. 

Mr. Hughes, continuing his argument im 
support of the appeal, submitted“that the 
appellant was entitled to: the henefit of the 
Public -Authorities Protéction Act, 1834, 
having regard to the nature of his duties as 

rincipal teacher of the school under th 
iducation Department. in the Court below. 
he said, the question of damages had not 
been argued, and there was no notice given 
that an increase of the damages would be 
sought. No opportunity had beea given them 
of discussing the question of mereasing the 
damages awarded in the Circuit Court. 

Mr. E. J. Kelly, for the respondent and 
plaintiff, stated that notice had been given of 
an application for increasing the damages, 
and every opportiffity of discussing the 
matter had been given. He submitted that 
there was an inherent power tn the Court to 
vary and increase the amount of damages 
awarded, if necessary. With regard to the 
lability of the defendant and appellant, he 
submitted that there was abundant evidence 
in the case to justify the finding of negligence 
on the part of the defendant with 
regard to the children of the school, 
to whom he owed the duty of protecting 
them. ‘his was not the case of two schools 
at all. It was one school, of which the 
defendant was principal teacher, and at the 


luncheon hour the children in the junior 
department assembled around the fire to 
warm themselves on cold days. It was his 


duty to be there and see that they were 
properly providéd for in that respect, and 
not exposed to danger by having the fire un- 
guarded, as it was on the day of the accident, 
when the defendant was not there. 

Mr. Hughes, replying, said that on the 
question of damages there was no suggestion 
of permanent injury of the child at all, and 
that, as to the liability of the manager o1 
teacher to provide comfort for the children 
there was ho evidence of that in the Court 
below, 

REDUCED DAMAGES. 

The Chief Justice, giving judgment, re- 
viewed the facts of the case at length, and 
the circumstances under which the burning 
accident occurred. Pointing out that as the 
defendant, Mr. Driscoll, had repudiated any 
hability in respect of negligence with regard 
to any duty he owed to the plaintiff school. 
girl, the claim made on his behalf that he 


was entitled to the benefit of the Punti- 
Authorities Protection Act had = entirely 
failed. The defendant's case was that he 


was under no duty whatever to this child, 
that she was one of the charges of Miss 
Daly, the assistant teacher in the junior 
department of the mixed school. His lord. 
ship held that the child occupied the position 
of a licencee, and that, under the cire im 
stances relating to the defendant. having 
removed the fire-guard and left the school 
before the children from the other department 
had gathered round the fire to warm. them 
selves on the cold day, the defendant had set 
a trap for the child, although his invitation 
to the children to come there for the purpose 
was evidently actuated by kindly feelings of 
humanity, In his opinon, therefore, the 
giandant was hable to the plaintiff in 
amages for the injuries she had suscxned 
lu hig opinion alSo the judges in the High 
Court had no right to vary or increase the 
amount of the damages awarded by the 
Circuit Judge, as the appeal case came on for 
hearing there without any notice of any ap 
plication to be made to have the amouut 
increased, and no ob}:-tion having been 
taken, or opportunity given, for discussing 
the matter, lt seenied ‘to him ‘that such a 
proceeding was contrary to natural justice. 
In his opinion, therefore, the High Court 
was not entitled, under the circumstances, to 
Vary the judgment of Judge Kenny, who had 
wide expeylence in the country, by increas- 
ing the amount of the damages from £40 to 
£150. Hoe was of opinion, therefore, that the 
appeal of the defendant should be dismissed, 
but that the original judgment of the Circuit 
Court should be restored. 
Mr. Justice FitzGibbon and Mr. 
Murnaghan concurred. 
_ The appeal by the defendant was accord- 
ingly dismissed, hut without costs; the order 
ór judgment in the High Court with regard 
to damages was discharged, and the original 
assessment of the damage at £40 by the 
Circuit Judge was restored.

DAMAGES AGAINST MOTOR 
CYCLIST. 


EFORE JUDGE DAVITT. . 

cCarthy, Inch Howse, Anniscaul, 
Co. Kerry, sued John Curran, a fitter, Curry 
road, South Circular road, Dublin, to recover 
£10 damages for the loss of a bullock which 
was injured by the defendant by reason ol 
his negligence in driving a motor eycle and 
side-cay between Kill, Co. Kildare, and 
Dubliu on Sunday, September 4th, 1927. The 
ease Was’ first heard in the Dublin District 
Court, and Mr. Little, the Justice, made a 
decree in favour of the plaintiff for the sum 
claimed. 

The defendant brought an appeal, and in 
the hearing of the case yesterday it appeared 
that a man named Masterson, a servant of 
the plaintiff, was driving thirty-nine young 
bullocks along the road towards Dublin when 
the defendant on a motor cycle combination, 
with his wife and a ™“iwo-year-old child in 
the sile-car, came against the herd of cattle. 
He got safely through them until the Jast 
éne, and according to Masterson t . defend- 
ant was going at twenty miles an hour. The 
éycle hit that animal and broke his hind leg. 

The defendant, in his evidence, said that he 
was going dead slow, and that in passing behind 
the animal the bullock suddenly turned round 
and jumped on the cycle. The only damage 
done to the cycle was a bending of the mud- 
guard, and yet a letter was written on behalf 
of the defendant by his wife or daughter 
claiming £3 as cost of repairs. The plaintiff 
gave the injured bullock to Masterson, who 
after a year and a half sold it for £4. A 
companion beast the day before the accident 
was sold at £11 12s. 64. 

The Judge said that, if the defendant had 
been going as slow as he said he was, he 
could not understand how the bullock’s leg 
could have been fractured. Hé held! that the 
defendant had been guilty of negligence, and 
affirmed the decrée of the District Justice. 
with costs.

while armed with revolvers, assavuted Michael 
dioran and robved Aim otf: Eze 28; Hd., 
money of the Great Southern kailways Co. 
On a second count they were charged wits 
receiving the money knowing' it to have been 


stolen. 
The prisoners. who were undefended, 
pleaded “' not guilty.” 


Mr. Wilham Carrigan, K.C., who, with 
Mr. Dudley White, K.C. (instructed by. the 
Chief State Solicitor), prosecuted, said that 
Martin Donnelly lived at horic..with his 
people in the town of Ennis. Michael Don- 
nelly was a married man, living also in the 
town, and both were casual Javourers, - Un 
February 10, 1928, Michael Horan, who was 
in the employment of the Great Southern 
Railways, was waiking along the railway line 
about 12 o’¢lock noon with a large envelope 
containing the sum of £22 12s. lid., being 
wages f6r men eniployed Along the railway 
line. At a place called Clare Abbey he 
was challenged by a masked man, who had 
two revolvers, and who ordered him to put 
up his hands. Horan had no ‘choice but to 
compty, and the robber then called on him to 
hand over the money. Horan did so. 

lhen a second man, who was masked and 
had a revoiver, appeared on the seene, and 
told> Horan to go back in the direction from 
which he came. Horan did so, and after he 
had travelled back about a hundred yards he 
looked back, and the men had then removed 
their masks, but he was unable to idéptify 
them. The police sought to identify the mén 
by the evidence of Patrick O'Grady, who 
would give evidence as to what preceded the 
robbery and what occurred subsequently. He 
was advised by the accused men to take part 
in the robbery, but he reiused. He (Mr. 
Carrigan) could not present O’Grady in the 
guise of an ordinary repvtable witness; he 
had to present him with all his defects, and 
it was fortunate for the prosecution that in 
a case of that sort O’Grady would givé evi- 
dence of a crime in which he did not actually 
participate, but knew of its intended commis- 


sion, and of its actual commission. But 
O'Grady did not give information to the 
police. 

DISABILITIES. 


“We have to administer the criminal law 
in this country,” said Mr, Carrigan, “ under 
disabjlities that do not prevail m adjacent 
countries. Sometimes in adjacent countries 
we do find some defects in the proving of 
crime, but it is a general experience in this 
country. The time may come, but we cannot 
feel at present that there is any readiness on 
the part of the body of the people in this 
country to suppress crime or to aid in dis 
covering it.” 

Michael Horan described how he was tak- 
ing the money along the railway line to pay 
the men when he was “held up” by a 
masked man with a blue coat and brown 
trousers, and who had two revolvers. The 
man told him to put up his hands, and he 
did so. ‘the man then told him to put down 
one hand and to drop the money, and witness 
did Another masked and armed man 
then came on the scene, and told witness to 
go back by the way he had come. Witness 
then went away, and reported the matter to 
the stationmaster. 

cross-examination by one of the prisoners 
the witness said that he was unable, at an 
identification parade, to identify the men who 
held him up. 
Patrick O'Grady, labourer, Ennis, stated 
that be served with Donnelly in the Free 
State Army, and lived about two hundred 
yards away from him. On February 9 wit- 
ness and Martin Donnelly’ went . to 
the house of Michael Donnelly. Michael 
Donnelly asked witness if he would 
“go on a stunt” on the following das 
between 11 and 12. Witness asked what the 
‘stunt ” was, and he replied to “hold up” 
a railway man coming from Clarecastle to 
Ennis with money to pay the linesmen. 
Martin Donnelly said that he would go, but 
witness declined to go. Michael Donnelly 
gave a mask to Martin and offered one to 
witness, who refused it. , ! 

“PULLED IT OFF.” 

Later, when witness asked Martin Donnelly 
how they got on, he replied, ‘‘ We pulled it 
off all right.” He said that Michael bad-two 
guns and that he (Martin) had ome, and that

Michael took the money and ran home-seross 
the fields with it. At Michael -Dotnelly’s 
house that nicht Martin ag w much 


money was in it, and Míicha 
‘‘ Something over £22,' When Michael asked 
Martin 1f he would take away what belosiged 
to him, Martin said that he would leave it 
there until some other time. : 

Cross-examined by Michael Donnelly—He 
has another brother at home with him.” They 
were arrested in connection “with an overcoat 
which was found in their houge Witness 
worked under him (Donnelly) on the roads fer 
the Clare County Council in 1024, but was 
not “sacked” He left of Ris dwn free will 
to join the Free State Army. 

Evidence was given by the agent on the 
estate that Michael Donnelly held a cottage 
at Ss. a week. In February last there was 
£5 due, and on February 17 he paid that 
amount in five single notes. 

Superintendent J. J. Kelleher, Ennis, told 
of finding a mask at the scene of the robbery. 

Sergeant Hickey stated that in the house 
of John O'Grady he found the coat (pro- 
duced), and the mask fitted exactly a piece 
torn out of the overcoat. 

This closed the case for the prosecution. 

For the defence Patrick O'Malley was 
called as a wituess, and stated. that he did 
contract work and employed Michael Don- 
nelly, to whom he paic $3 10s. on January 
22 and £6 10s. on February 14 last. 

_ The prisoners having briefly addressed the 
jury, 

Judge Johnston reviewed the evidence. 

' The jury found the prisoners “ not guilty,” 
and they were discharged. 


WOUNDED A WOMAN. 


John McKeen, a middle-aged man from 
County Clare, was indicted for having, ow 
November 25 last, wounded a woman, Bridget 
Linnane, with intent to murder her.

SEVENTEENTH CENTURY 


JOURNALISM. | 
a 
(By JOHN MAGARAN.) 


S INCE English journalists often make a 

_ Sorry mess of Irish names, it will 
occasion us little surprise to learn that 
Richard Lapthorne, weekly letter-writer, 
in the year 1687, of London news to his 
employer, Richard Coffin, Esq., of Devon, 
Was no exception. In one of his bulletins 
Colonel ‘‘ Sarsfield’”’ routed a Williamite 
Army; in another of later date a gentle- 
man named “ Sarcefield”’ intercepted and 
destroyed a troop-train; in a third 
- Searsfeild’’ is reported severely wounded, 
Lapthorne did not worry about spelling or 
punctuation, and, as most of his letters 
were written in ‘much hast,” there is an 


excuse for his orthographic weakness, 


Vas ignorant of the author. “ 


bought it for ten shillings. 
“A BEAST CALLED HYAENA.”’ 


His information was, on the whole 
‘trustworthy. On a few occasions he re- 
ported some gentleman’s demise which in 
a later letter he had to retract. but 
generally his pithy, trenchant and well- 
informed ‘‘chatt’’ is carefully worded 
and discreet. Tattle which would be of 
interest to his master domiciled in Bede. 
lord, Devon, found a place in his corre- 
spondence. “There is lately brought 
from beyond the sea to the Tower ol 
london a beast called Hyaena, the first 
that hath bin known here, being the same 
that Gessier and Plyny wrote about.’’ 
Sit John Norborrow, he says in a “hasty” 
letter, has not heen successful in his tish- 
ing for more of the Spaniard’s plate (the 
reference is to a Spanish vessel which was 
lost at St. pin having ‘‘ gotton but 
2 alfe. which comes to 
412,000 '—which seemingly did not pay 
expenses. In a short postscript he

THE CONFIDENCE TRICK. 


Murders and executions were almost a 


daily feature of seventeenth century 
London. In his reports of these Lap 
thorne had plenty of material for what he 
calls “‘dismall news.” He describes in 
detail the finding on a dunghill of a man’s 
trunk, the arnis and legs at “ waterside,”’ 
the head in another part of the town. — In 
a later epistle is given the results of a 
'“ hue-and-cry,”’ which culminated in the 
trial and subsequent burning of a French 
midwife in Leicester Fields for the crime. 
It is to be regretted that he was not in- 
clined towards literature; for he must 
lave met with other literary giants of the 
time, Dryden, ¢t Wills’s coffee house. For 
all that, he had a sense of humour and de 
scribed with delight the dupeing of a 
country squire. From his letter it would 
appear that confidence men put’ a guinea 
en the path before the squire approached. 
They affected to find it as he came upon 
the scene, and insisted on sharing it with 
him. In spite of the gentleman's pvo- 
testations, an adjournment was made to a 
neighbouring inn, where, after spending 
the guinea, the rogues produced a false 
pack of cards, and, by letting the gentle- 
man wan at first, ultimately ‘“‘ yott al] the 
gGuyneas the squire had about him.” The 
spectacle of an ejected clergyman dragging 
au usurper from a pulpit afforded himsel/ 
and the congregation much amusement. 
From Lapthorne’s correspondence it 
would not appear that he went often to 
the playhouses. However, he attended a 


fireworks display given by the King 


(James 11.), costing 20,000 pounds. 
DUELLING FOR ACQUAINTANCE. 


The scandals of the times are given a 
prominent part in his communiqués. 
What would moderns think of a girl who 
would challenge a. gentleman to a duel 
just to make his acquaintance? The 
chailenger did not give any name, and, as 
the lady was masked when she took the 
tield with her seconds, he was not aware 
of her sex. However, the lady contrived 
to enlighten him before any blood was 
spilled, and in the end she,carried him 
eff in her coach. As she was worth 
£10,000 in estate and £1,500 a year, it is 
not improbable that he went willingly. 
Sir John Johnson, who carried off Mrs. 
Wharton, was not so fortunate; for he 
Jost his head for his “taking away.” 

Early in 1687 floods destroyed . much 
property at home and abroad. Lapthorne 
heard that Sir William Barker received a 
Jetter ‘‘from Dublin to him directed, 
which gives an account of several streets 
there which lye under water, and, accord- 
ing to Sir William, who knows the place, 
it is a third part of the towne.’’ | 

His prose is never ornate; yet one could 
not call it mean. At fimes he seems out 
of breath, and then his spelling suffers. 
His style is not unlike Pepys’s. Unlike 
the latter, however, he is never personal, 
which is to be regretted; for nothing is 
known about this busy fellow except what 
can be gleaned from his letters, e was 
a married man, but his wife is not 
mentioned. He had a son at “ Eaton.” 
That is all we know. 

Lapthorne s letters to Richard Coffin 
were examined by the Royal Commission 
on Historical Manuscripts. Extracts 
from his letters by R. Kerr and I. C. 
Duncan, under the title “ Portledge 
Papers,” were published in 1928.

OLD COINS IN A SOD 
OF TURF. 


——— &—_—— 


LINKS WITH HISTORY. 


‘Lhe eight coins found in the interior of a 
sod of turf broken for the fire by Mrs. P. 
Enright, of Abbeyfeale, according to Mr. L. 
S. Gogun, M.A., the Assistant Curator of the 
National Museum, Dublin, consist of a silver 
groat (the largest of the series), minted in 
the reign of vid II, of Scotland (1529 
1371) in the Edinburgh mint; the next in 
size, a silver half-groat of Edward If]. (1327- 
1371),. out of the London mint: and the 
remainder, three pennies and three half- 
nnies, probably of the same reign as the 
st-mentioned, but too blurred to be certain. 
The group is a very interesting one, as are 
the circumstances of the “find.” The sod 
of “ Borod ” turf from which the coins fell 
was cat on Knocknasna Mountain, adjoining 
Knocknaboul. About half a mile from the 
spot ‘some Scandinavian amber beads, fibula, 
and penannular rings were found some time 
ago. These objects date back to about 500 
B.C, i 
Knocknasna is a townland adjoining Purt, 
where the old castle of the Desmonds stood. 
In the fourteenth cent the castle was a 
round structure of considerable proportions : 
on its site now stands the present aquare ruin 
of Purt Castle. The following excerpt, there- 
fore, taken from ‘‘ Haverty's His of Ire.

BELFAST DISTRESS.

A THOUSAND CASES OF REAL 
HARDSHIP. 


Remarkable disclosures of the plight of 
Belfast poor are made in the report of the 
luvestigation Sub-committee presented to a 
meeting of the Belfast Distress Committee. 

The cases cited in the report, after leaving 
a margin for possble overlapping, represent 
»bout 1,000 cases of teal distress. 

In two cases the conditions were such that 
ihe Committee, though not appomted to do 
relief work, felt obliged to give some assist: 
ance to help the people over the week-end. 

In one house ten persons were sleeping in 
ene room, while in another they found a 
family of seven without food, fire or light, 
«ib 7s, 6d. from charity as their sole income. 
thew rent was £23 in arrear. 

ut of the first 250 names received 21 
were taken at random, and . systematically 
mvestigated by trained social workers, with 
the following results:—In one case the man 
had got work at £2 10s. a week, This man 
had been out of work for five years and used 
to go out with a melodeon, | 

In five cther cases there is no great distress 
at the moment, but this is largely owing to 
the assistance received from charities. . 

In the remaining fifteen there is serious 
distress, i . 

Another large charitable agency: which 
could net give us names, but investigates 
before giving relief to the majority of its 
cases, tells us that it is at present giving 
rehef to about 2,000 families.

PROMISED “ REVELATIONS ”’ 
IN DAIL EIREANN. 


This week sufficient papers would be shown 
in both Houses of the Oireachtas to prove 
that Mr, Cosgrave did not represent the Irish 
eople. They would show that Mr, Cosgrave 
beid Power of Attorney to sign on behalf of 
the King in any matters affecting the Irish 
Free State. 

Mr. Robert Briscoe, Fianna Fail T.D., 
made the foregoing statement at an election 
meeting held in Middle Abbey street last 
night in support of the candidature of Mr. 
Oscar Traynor, the Fianna Fail candidate. in 
the forthcoming by-election m North Dublin. 

Mr. Cormac Breathnach, ex-President of 
the Gaelic League, who presided. said that 
they were Republicans, while those opposed 
to them were Imoverialists—that was a very 
great difference. The people opposed to them 
were Free Traders, whereas they were out 
and out Protectionists, prepared to safeguard 
everything in this country so as to ensure 
that Irishmen would get a living in their 
own country. 

ECONOMIC POLICY. 

Mr. Sean Lemass, T.D., said that the 
Minister for Agriculture, Mr. Hogan, speak 
ing to a selected audience the previous night, 
attempted to demonstrate that the Protec 
tion policy was of no benefit to the agrioul- 
tural community of Ireland, but he should 
read Adam Smith's text-book before talking 
like that, and he wguld find that there were 
forms of prdtection other than tariffs. . The 
agricultural industry in this country was the 
most highly protected industry they had. 
because the taxpayers paid £1,200,000 a year 
towards it in the form of relief of rates on 
agricultural Jand, Sinee Mr, Hogan became 
Minister for Agriculture in 1922 the area 
under tillage had decreased by 224,000 acres; 
the’ number of cattle had decreased by 
260,000; and, despite the steps which he took 
to foster the dairymg industry, dairy cows 
had decreased by During the same 
period 250,000 Trish boys and girls were 
forced to emigrate. 

Mr. Hogan also had stated that tariffs 
increased the oost of living; but in 1924 the 
cost-of-living index figure was 188 per cent. 
in the Free State, while in 1927, after tariffs 
had heen enforced for three years, the figure 
was 173 per cent. 

Mr, Lemass gave a list of industries which 
he alleged had ceased to exist since 1921. 
Only twelve months ago there was- a by- 
election there, and the Cumann ha 
nGaedheal candidate was returned at the top 
of the poll, because he declared that if he 
were elected the Government was going ‘to 
embark immediately on a ten years’ pro- 
gramme of housing, with the. result that 
there would he employment and houses for 
everybody. Mr. Rice was elected; but what 
happened since’ The Act that was in force 
for the previous two years was wound up. 
That was what happened. 

_ CIVIL SERVANTS' SALARIES. 

He noticed in the newspapers a great 
deal of talk about a big effort by Mr. Blythe 
to secure economy in an effort to balance his 
budget.

Emigration Made Easy. 


‘It is an admitted fact that thé problem 
of unemployment in England: cannot be 
solved without resort to emigration : of 
surplus labour. Experience shows, how 
ever, that migration cannot “be promoted 
successfully . unless intending emigrants 
are trained for their new manner of. life. 
When some thousands: of unemployed 
miners were sent to Canada last year, to 
assist in the gathering of the harvest, the 
hope that a great majority of them would 
be absorbed by Canadian agriculture was: 
not realised. The men proved to be 
unfitted for immediate assimilation ; some’ 
}were not adaptable to agriculture, ‘while 
others found farming uncongenial. 
Canada, however, continues: to appeal for 
immigrants for employment on her farms, 
and there exists no other field of equal 
magnitude for the absorption of idle 
English labour. The Imperial Ministry 
of Labour now discloses a. bold design. 
Arrangements for ‘the training. of unem 
ployed single men between the ages of 19 
and 35 have been-extended, and provision 
has been made to train 6.000 such men for.

Precious instruments weighing some 
twenty tons are being carried on a journey of

of the Daily Telegraph describes the tasks 
which the sarants ‘concerned have. set 
before them. ‘The prime object is to study 
the’ behaviour of the atom; cosmic 
phenomena are being used to investigate 
the minute foundation..stones -of the 
cosmos, The nature oí the sun’s outer 
i envelope, or corona, also will be. in- 
vestigated. Finally, Professor Einstein's 
theory of the curvature of space will be 
tested, since the eclipse will offer an ex- 
ceptional opportunity to observe and to 
measure the bending of light rays in a 
gravitational field, Professor F, Stratton, 
of Cambridge. University, one of the in- 
vestigators, has recommended amateur 
photographers to interest themselves in 
the eclipse, and to seek to obtain accurate 
records of the phenomenon as observable 
from their various places of abode. He 
warns them to observe four cardinal pve- 
cautions—not to forget. to take the cap off 
the camera tube; having rehearsed with- 
out plates, not to forget to use them during 
the eclipse; not to go wrong in the 
counting of the seconds of occultation, and 
not ‘to grow hysterical. Observers for 
whom this advice is necessary, we think, 
hardly would be likely to contribute to 
{the sum of human knowledge. If-we must 
resign ourselves to a world wherein rays 
of -light are accustomed to peer round 
corners, and wherein parallel lines betray 
our trust in them by clandestine meetings 
when they get out of sight, we should 
prefer to revise our trust on the evidence 
of steadier witnesses. !

NEW FORMULA. 


Frou Revrer’s CORRESPONDENT, 


1: WASHINGTON, Tuesday. 

A Note, defining the attitude of the 
United States towards the World Court, 
‘Was to-day delivered by Mr. Kellogg, the 
Secretary of State, to the diplomatic 
representatives of all the Powers signa- 
tory to the World Court protocol. 

The communication, which is éoncerned 
principally with the American reservations 
to the protocol, concludes with the words: 

“TL is gtatifying to learn from the pro- 
ceedings of the Conference at Geneva that 
the considerations inducing the adoption of 
that part of Reservation 5, giving rise to 
differences of opinion, are appreciated by the 
Powers participating in that Conference. 
Possibly the interests of the United States 
may be fully protected in some way by some 
other formula. 

‘““The Government of the United States 
feels that such an informal exchange of 
views, as is contemplated by the twenty-four 
Covernments, should lead to agreement upon 
some provision which, in unobjectionable 
form, will protect the rights and interests of 
the United States as an adherent to the 
Court Statute, and this expectation is 
strongly supported by the fact that there 
| seems to be but. little difference regarding 
the substance of these rights ard interests.” 

Mr. Kelloga’s Note, which is of great 
importance, states, in short, that America 
is willing to become a member of the 
World Court—i.c., the .permanent Court 
of International Justice set up at the 
Hague by the League of Nations—provided 
some formula can be discovered which, 
while safeguarding the interests of the 


United States, will overcome the 
stumbling block presented by the fifth 
American reservation. This reservation 


stipulated :— 
‘That the Court shall not render any 


advisory opinion, except after due notice iv 

all States adhering to the Court and to all 

interested States. and after public bearing, 
or opportunity for hearing, given to any 

State concerned ; 

‘Nor shall it, without the consent cf 
the United States, entertain any request 
for an advisory opinion touching any ¢'s- 
pute or question in which the Dnuecd 
States has, or claims, an interest. 

In unofficial circles. here it is regarded 
as not unlikely that the impending con- 
ference of jurists at Geneva to consider 
a: 1endments to the Statute of the Court 
may discover some formula for incorpora- 
tion in the revised statute, whereby the 
United States Senate's reservations may 
be fully covered. 

Mr. Elihu Root, the former Secretary 
of State, is at present on his way to 
Geneva to take part in the Conference. 

Mr. Kellogg said to-day that the pro- 
posed revision of the Vrotecol of the 
Tribunal in relation to the filth reserva- 
tion of the Senate for adherence would 
not furnish adequate protection for the 
United States. 


THE RESERVATIONS. 

The first Senate reservation repudiated any 
lecal relation on the part of the United 
States to the League of Nations, or the 
assumption of any responsibilities under the 
Treaty of Versailles. The second stipulated 
that the United States should participate 
upon an equality with other States in anv 
proceedings of the Council or Assembly of 
the Teague for the selection of judges of tho 
Court. 

By the third reservation the United States 
undertook to pay such fair share of the ex- 
nenses of the Court as Coneress should deter- 
mine: while the fourth reservation declared 
that the United States micht at any time 
withdraw its adherence to the protoce’, and 
that=- the Statute of the Conrt should not 
he »mended without its consent. 

The fifth reservation. aforementioned, is, 
however, the chief stumbling block to agrer- 
ment with the other Powers concerned. To 
thése five numbered reservations the Senate 
resolution added. the further . 


** under- 
standing ” that recourse of the World Court 
‘‘for the settlement of differences between 
the United States and any other State, or 
States, éan he had only by acreement there- 
to. though general or special treaties con. 
cluded hetween the norties in disnute,’”’ to- 
eether with the stipulation that adherence to 
the protocol and statute ‘‘ shall not he so 
construed as to reavire the United States to 
depart from its traditional policy of not in- 
truding upon, interfering with, or entangling 
itself in the political questions of policy or 
internal administration of any foreign State’ 
nor be construed '“' to imply a relinquishment 
by the United States of its traditional attitude 
towards purely American questions.”’ 

The conference of the signatory Powers held 
to consider the American reservations reached 
“ne conclusive outcome. 

It accepted the reservations “in principle,’ 
but proposed changes and _ explanations, 
especially in regard to the reservation relating 
to advisory opinions, which made it clear that 
they could not be accepted hy the United 
States without substantial modification of the 
Senate resolution, and President Coolidze 
announced that he did not propose to ask the 
Senate to modify its position.

Drogheda. Chamber of Commerce on Monday 
wight, Mr, Anthony Cowdy, managing direc- 
tor of the Greenmaupt ‘and Boyne Textile 
Mills, said that in the past year the num.

OPENING OF IDEAL HOMES 
EXHIBITION, 


— 
LESSONS OF HOUSING 
AND ECONOMY. 
——— 

From OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


CORK, Tuesday. 
President Cusgrave paid a special vis't 


to Cork to-day and opened the (vk 
Ezaminer’s Ideal Homes and General Trade 
Exhibition. 


In performing the opening ceremony, ne 
urged the importance of the Exhibition as 
a means of placing before householders de 
vices which make for the better ordering o! 
limited space, cleanliness and more Lygiemi 
conditons, together with relief from the moxe 
arduous tasks and drudgery of the house 
wife. 

He said that it was a source of grea! 
satisfaction to him, as having been respon 
sible for obtaining the money from the 
Minister of Finance, that in the Free State 
they were now bridging the gap between ii 
price of building a house and its real wort! 
after building. “ In thie City of Cork,’’ he said 
‘‘a reasonable reduction has taken place m 
the cost of house-building, and so it is with 
most other things in the world that we have 
a measure of perfection in the articles we 
are producing, showing some value for the 
money they cost. 

He paid a tribute to the Cork Publicity 
Association, and also to the Cork Examiner. 
Both, he said, were to be congratulated upon 
their initiative in promoting the exhibition 
of articles and inventions pertaining to 
housecraft generally. He thought that the 
collection of house requirements displayed 
was of a very exhaustive nature, and should 
prove of immense educative valye. I am 
specially pleased, he continued, that so mauv 
of the exhibitors are Irish firms, and I hope 
that in the next exhibition of this character 
in Cork the business men of this city will be 
able to take up all the available space, and 
that it will not be necessary to canvaes the 
manufacturers of any other nation. 


EFFICIENCY. 

In this connection the importance of 
efficier.t home arrangement and management 
cannot be over estimated, proceeded the 
President. For many years there has been 
manifest in Jreland,-as well as elsewhere, a 
tendency, for good or for ill, on the part of 
people to congregate in the large towns and 
cities. This tendency, together with an 
accumulation of other causes, has resulted in 
making the problem of housing in the various 
cities a matter for serious consideration. Hi 
will be many years before the ideal situation 
can be reached—if it ever can be reached— 
when every family will possess an ideal home. 
Notwithstanding the building of a consider- 
able number of self-contained houses, con- 
sisting of three, four or five rooms, as the case 
may be, the demand for housing accommoda- 
tion is eo great that very large numbers of 
families will, for many years to come, have to 
live in flats or in rooms. The efficient utilisa- 
tion of such space and accommodation as is 
available in the flats and rooms, as well as in 
the separate establishments is, therefore, a 
matter of very great importance in the 
administration of towns and cities. Any 
device which will make for cleanliness, for 
more hygienic conditions, for the better order- 
ing of limited space, for relief from drudgery 
of the more arduous and monotonous tasks of 
the housewife, which makes for greater com- 
fort, improved conditions and a better general 
amal 209 | of health, calls for the attention and 
examination of the public. of 

The development of gas and electricity for 
lighting, heating and cooking, and, indeed, 
for almost every domestic pe has had an 
important effect upon the routine of the 
present-day householder. Day by day new 
improvements are being introduced into the 
appliances and. methods of use of these two 
sources of power. You have improved 
arrangements for cooking, heating, lighting, 
and cleaning. You have devices for reducing 
the quantity of energy consumed without de- 
creasing the efficiency of the work performed. 
There are new labour-saving devices always 
coming on the market, which have for their 
object the promotion of cleanliness and the 
reduction of costs. New and improved 
systems of flooring, easier to keep clean and 
more decorative, have been devised. The art 
of rural decoration. has undergone many 
changes. There are various forms of wall- 
covering which yield readily to the good 
housekeeper’s desire for the elimination” of 
dust. ere are improved appliances for 
cleaning pur , simpler and more compact 
articles of furniture, fires which can be 
lighted and turned out when required, im- 
proved methods of ventilation—to mention 
only a few of the modern developments of 
which we have examples here. á 

Mr. George Crosb'e, who presided, said 
that, too little public attention was focu 
on this problem of proven more and better 
hotises for their people. It would take a 
long time and a great deal of energy before 
it could be said of the m- that they were 
properly and efficiently housed

‘THE LUNCHEON. 
Before the opening ceremony, Mr. Cosgrave 
was the t of honour at a luncheon in 


the imperial Hotel, presided over by Mr. 
George Crosbie. The guests included a large 
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number of prominent business people of the 
city and province. 

Replying to the toast of his health, which 
was submitted by the Chairman, Mr. Cos- 
grave acknowledged the continued courtesy 
and kindness of the people of Cork, and 
thanked Mr. Crosbie for the opportunity 
which had been afforded him of being pre- 
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sent. During the last twelve months, he 
said, they had had two very remarkable 
events. ‘They had had a great effort on the 


part of the youngest of the great Powers to- 
wards the establishment of world peace, and 
on the part of one of the great Powers in 
an act of reconciliation with one of the oldest 
and most respected of all the sovereiynties 
which all the world knew. He believed he 
was expressing the views of the people of 
Cork “when he said that they were heartily 
satished and gratified that the recoriciliation 
had been brought about to the mutual satis- 
faction, not only of the parties concerned, 
but of other peoples throughout the world.
